If in the opinion of the judge

.Svery city with a population of 
10,000 or over must maintain one 
or ’more places of refuge for neg- 
lected children, in which such 
children may be cared for, while 
a foster home is being selected 
where the child will have an op- 
portunity to grow into a good and 
useful citizen.
